new format.

Coach Joel Collier, but: 


"You've got a team like the 


All-Stars with highly qualified 
personnel — more qualified 
than any other All-Star team the 
league has ever had. 


"There is no place you can let 


up on them." 


And those'are some of the in- 


gredients which jnade the AFL 
decide in favor of the new set-up 
after four years of East-West 
battles. Low it will be 
the 


champions' pride and coordina- 
tion against a vast amount of 
talent from the league's seven 
other teams. 


In addition, this first All-Star 


Bowl marks the debut of Collier, 
who succeeded Lou Saban when 
the AFL Coach of the Year quit 
for a coaching job at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. 


Collier will have the same 


offensive weapons that were 
available to Saban as the Bills 
won the AFL championship — 
quarterback Jack Kemp, the 
league's Most Valuable Player, 
running backs Wray Carlton 
and Billy Joe and receivers 
such as Bo Roberson, Paul Cos- 
ta and either Ernie Warlick or 
Ed Rutkowski. 


But Collier will have problems 


Saban probably never imagined 
— such as an All-Star offensive 
front four made up of Earl Fai- 
son and Ernie Ladd of San Die- 
go and Kansas City's Buck Bu- 
chanan, and Jerry Mays, a quar- 
tet that averages 6-foot-6 and 
278 pounds.

Speaker, the President of the 
United States!" 


Thus, w.ith a blend of formali- 


ty and cornpone, the familiar 
pageant began again. As re- 
quired by the Constitution, Lyn- 
don B, Johnson had come to re- 
port on the State of the Union. 


Each year it seems something 


new is added. Wednesday night 
for the first time a State of the 
Unron message was televised in 
color, and more than 40 flood- 
lights lit up the old chamber. 
Mrs. Johnson wore red, the wife 
of the -vice presidnet, Mrs. Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey, wore blue. 


If you had to name a color for 


the speech you'd have to say it 
was a somber brown. 


This was a strange speech 


Johnson made, for it was really 
two talks tacked on to each oth- 
er. 


He opened with a roadmap to 


the "Great Society," but this 
halted after six and a half pages 
with this notation: 


"(This is the end of the first 


section.)" 


Then came the second half, on 


Viet Nam. As the President 
himself said in summing up the 
nation's prospects: 
. "Over it all — wealth, prom- 
ise, and expectation — lies our 
troubling awareness of Ameri- 
can men at war." 


Johnson was 
applauded 57 


times in the 52 minutes he 
talked, but, as usual on these 
occasions, the cheering was of- 
ten more mechanical than en- 
thusiastic,

The President was a perfect 


guest. His suggestion that mem- 
bers of the House should run for 
office every four years, instead 
of the present two-vear term,

Johnson apparently 
tinkered 


with his speech till late and con- 
ies of it were so scarce only one 
person on the floor appeared to 
have one— a surprising excep- 
tion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson says he detects "a 
minimum of opposition" to his 
proposal to restore excise tax 
cuts on cars and phone bills. 


"I think most of the legisla- 


tors would prefer receiving rev- 
enues In mis form than reve- 
nues In new taxes on corpora- 
tions and Individuals," Johnson 
told a news conference at the 
White House Thursday. 


Amid a burst of criticism' 


from congressmen over his tax 
proposals announced in Wednes- 
day night's State of the Union 
message, Johnson said he had 
sounded out sentiment In ad- 
vance and "I did not detect 
overwhelming resistance to it." 


He said he believed that 


"most of the people are patri- 
otic" and would 'be willing to 
give up reductions In the taxes, 
which took effect Jan. 1, to fi- 
nance additional military ^osts 
stemming from the Viet Nam 
war. 


In other major topics covered 


at the news conference, Johnson 
said: 


— He will appoint Robert C. 


Weaver as secretary of the new 
Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development and Robert C. 
Wood as undersecretary. Weav- 
er would be the first Negro 
member of the Cabinet. 


— "The number of incidents" 


in Viet Nam has "dropped off 
some." But he added: "I don't 
say there Is any connection wltti 
that and our peace moves." 
U.S. envoys will continue to vis- 
it foreign capitals in the search 
for peace, he said.
